Of the Baptist group, the largest, 


the Southern Baptist Convention, has 
been growing by leaps and bounds. 
In the last five years it has added 
more than 700.000 to its member- 
ship, ami is the largest white

nomination in the South. 
The Na- 


tional Baptist Convention, consisting 
of tr, o colored organizations report- 
ed as one, has far outstripped all 
other colored denominations in its 
growth,

3,000,000 members.

ever, It reported heavy losses, due to 
the negro migration northward, and 
the failure of many to transfer their 
membership.

Scientist* Use Colors 


to Combat Insects 


Men of science over Cambridge way 


la England put their heads together 
and then take time out to announce 
to a pestered world that mosquitoes 
favor navy blue above 18 other colors. 
Beporting further 011 the effect of 
colors, the scientists s«j- that mos- 
quitoes are unanimous la their aver- 
sion to yellow, and that they shun 


f light blue almost to a mosquito. One 
, observer says that house flies are in- 
;di7erent to colors; another Is po«I- 
tlvt that flies avoid pale blue and set- 
tle freely on white. A sense of color 
. and a sense of smell are possessed by 
•many kinds of insects, notably DM* 
,aafl butterflies, according to Darwin, 
iLnbbock and other a»turalist« of the 
last century.
